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Ome Men may wonder, and not 
without juſt Cauſe, that this 
moſt important Argument of 
Fiſhing hath not been handled 
hitherto, But in Truth my Mean- 
ing was not to have touched the 
ſame, becauſe of the Negle& of

Britain, and Ir:land, where the ſame is aban- 

doned to other Nations : Howbeit upon better 

:; Conſideration (calling many Things to mind) 

I found rhat it would have been a great Error 

do paſs over the ſame with Silence, and to 

= omit the Cuſtoms of Merchants therein, as 
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forth the living Thing according to his Kind : Ne 
ſaith of Fiſhes in a peculiar Phraſe, Let,.the 
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( ) 
the fundamental Cake of the Traflick and 
Trade ot divers Nations, whoſe great Wealth 
hath proceeded from the ſame: For it hath - 
pleaſed Almighty God to extend his Bleflings 
herein, more than in all other Things created: 
For when God ſaid to the Earth, Let it bring 


forth Trees and Plants: And for Fowls created 
out of the Seas, Let the Fowl fly in the open Fir- 


mament : and of Cattle, Let the Earth bring 


Waters bring forth in abundance every Thing T 
hath Life ; and willed them to increalc and 
multiply and to fill the Waters, which was the 
Caule that the Prophet David, being raviſhed 
with Admiration, ſaith ; O Lord, how manifold 
are thy Works, in Wiſdem haſt thou made them all, 
and the Earth is full of thy Riches : So is the great 
and wide &a alſo, wherein are Things creeping innu- 


merable, both ſmall and great Beaſts, The Earth . 
is fall, but in the Sea are innumtralle. Of 


the Beaſts of the Earth, the learned have 
obſerved, That there be ſcarce 120 ſeveral 
kinds, and not much more of the Fowls of the 
Air: But no Man can reckon the ſeveral kinds 
of the Creatures of the Seas, or can number 
any one Kind: This ought to ſtir us up to 
eſtabliſh rhe Fiſhing-Trade, eſpecially for 
Herrings, Cod, and Ling which took his Ori- 
ginal from us: For it is not much above One 


Hundred Years ſince that one Violet Stephens, 
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ES 
d and other diſcontented Fiſh-mongers departed 
th the Realm of England, aud went into Holland, 
h to the Town of Exchuſen, where they procured 
zs the Inhabitants to Fiſh for them in the Seas, 
|: Streams, and Dominions of Great Britain : 
Which Inhabitants (upon the Deceaſe of the 
ſaid Engliſhmen) took the whole Trade to 
themſelves, which afterwards hath been diſ- 
perſed into many other Towns, whereby the 
Trade is ſo increaſed, that Holland and Zealand 
hzre above 2000. Buſles or Fiſhing Ships, 
Ewhich do make ordinarily two or three Voy- 
ages yearly, albeit their Country is remote 
from our Seas; and England, Scotland and 
Ireland have the Fiſhing (as it were) at their 
Doors. And ſuch is the Blefling of Almighty 
God, that above Six hundred thouſand Laſts 
of Fiſh are taken yearly in the Dominions of 
— the King of Great Britain only, omitting the 
Quantity of Fiſh taken in Denmark Seas, Ruſſia, 
f' New found-land, Spain, Italy, and other Do- 
minions.

| | Andherelam to make alittle Abridgement 
- of the Colle&ion of one Tobias Gentleman, a 
$ Fiſher-Man, who made a Treatiſe touching 
the ſame, intituled, England's Way to win 
> & Jealth, and to imploy Ships and Mariners, pro- 
Vving firſt, the Lawfulneſs of it by his Majeſ- 
ty's Subjects of Great Britain: Secondly, How 
-\ feaſible it is for them by the exemplary Acti- 
ons of other Nations, that have nothing 
ES 5 growing 
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growing in their own Land for that Uſe, but 
are conſtrained to ferch all out of other 
Countries. Laſtly, That the Trade of Fiſh- 
ing is profitable, by the Succeſs ſeen with 
the Hollanders, being rich and opulent, notwith- 
ſtanding their long Wars, and which them- 
ſelves do call to be their chiefeſt Trade, and 
principal Gold-mine, whereby many Thou- 
ſands of their People of Trades and Occupati- 


ons are ſet on Work, maintained, and do pro 


ſper, as may be ſeen by their Proclamation an- 
nexed to the ſaid Treatiſe. 

Hereupon he ſheweth, that about Midmay 
they make ready their Buſſes, and Fiſher- 
Fleets, and by the firſt of June (their Stile) 
they are ſcen to ſail out of the Maeſe, Texel 
and the Uly, a thouſand Sail together for to 
catch Herrings in the North Seas, being moſt 
of them Ships of 120, or 100 Tuns, and the 
other 60 Tuns or thereabout; having in 
them 24 Men, and ſonie 16 and 20 in every 
Ship; and they continue their Courſe North- 
weſt, and by North, until they arrive at the 
Iſle of Shetland, which is the Dominion of the 
King of Great Britain, and the greateſt Iſland 
of the Orcades, and lies in the height of 60 De- 

rees of northerly Latitude. And by the 14 
Day of June ( which is by their Law a Time 
limited to lay their Nets) they begin to fiſh ; 
and do never leave the Sholes ot Herrings, 
but come along amongſt them, following 500.

Miles in Lengrh, lading their Ships twice 
or thrice before they come to Yarmouth, ſen- 
ding them away by the Merchants Ships that 
ſend them Victuals, Batrels, and more Salt, 
and Nets if they need any; which Ships are 
called Yagers, that is to ſay, Hunters or 
Dogger-boats, and theſe Ships to carry them, 
and fell them in the Eaſt Countries, ſome to 
Riga and Revel, ſome to the Narve, Ruſſia, 
Stockholm, and all Poland, Pruſſia, Pomerland, 
Lituania, Stetin, Lubeck and Denmark : Re- 
turning Hemp, Flax, Cordage, Cables, Iron, 
Corn, Soap-aſhes, Wax, Wainſcot, Clap- 
board, Pitch, Tar, Deals, Hoops, and other 
Commodities, with Plenty of Money ; and for 
France, they ſend for Burdeaux, Rochell, Nantes, 
Morliaix, and St. Mallos, Caene in Normandy, 
Roan, Paris, Amiens, and all Picard), and 
Calice, with the Low Countries of the Arch- 
Duke of Auſtria, reconciled with the King of 
Spain, returning other Commodities and Mo- 
nies for the Product of their Fiſh. For by 
their Laws, all thoſe Herrings that they do 
catch in Tarmouth Seas, from Bartholomew-tide 
until St. Andreu ( which are Rope-lick ) 
they may not bring into Holland; and theſe - 
they ſell into Tarmouth Men for ready Money. 
Their Fiſhing for Cod and Lings continual- 
ly is done with ſmaller Ships (ot 40 Tun 
Burden) called Pinks and Welboats, and all 
this is done with ſo good Order and Proviſion, 
that

that by Night and Day all is ſupplied, and the 
Fiſh taken off inſtantly. And of mine own 
Knowledge, they are ſo conſtant in their Fiſh- 
ing, that they are contented to have one good 
Year for Fiſhing in ſeven Years. All Fiſher- 
Men are provided for, and their Wives at 
Home cannot want; for in their Care, they 
may be compared to Joſeph in AÆgypt, pro- 
viding for the Time of Famine, 
They have beſides all this ( continnally in 
the Seaſon ) another Fleet of Fiſher-Men 
( called Fhboats) in Number ſome Two 
Hundred or more, and theſe be at the North- 
eaſt of Seetland, having ſmall Boats with them, 
called Cobles, and by Means of them Lings are 
taken in great Abundance, which they do not 
Barrel, but ſpleet and ſalt them in the Ships 
Bulk. To. ſay nothing of treſh Fiſh, and other 
pretty Obſervations of the ſaid Tobias Gentle- 
man, let us note, the commodious Fiſher 
Towns of England, as Colcheſter, Harwick, Or- 
ford, Alborough, Donwich, Walderfwick, Sould, 
Tarmouth, Blackney, I/els, Linne, Boſtoun, and 
Hull by him named; whereunto I may add 
Scarborough, Harlepool, Whitby, Marſke, Stockton, 
Gyſborough, New-Caſtle and other Places in the 
North. And it is to be much admired, that 
this Trade hath been ſo long neglected: How- 
beit ſome are of Opinion, that it would hin- 
der much the Trade of Cloath, if Fiſhing 


were entertained, eſpecially in the Return of 
our 
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our Commodities, and that the Privileges 
7 granted to divers Societies (as the Mer- 

chants Adventurers, Eaſtland, and Ruſſia 
* Merchants) ſhould be intringed thereby, and 
ſo both Trades cannot ſubſilt together, 
1 Others ſay, That other Nations are more 
painful and induſtrious than we can be, have 
more skill, in the Cutting, packing and ſalt- 
ing of the Fiſh, and which is more, they can 
* ſend away their Fiſh (and pay no Fraight) by 
their Ships going (otherwiſe) empty for 
Corn and Salt; for they Pay but 4 Shillings, 
tor a Laſt which is drinking Money. And 
the Hamburghers having heretofore imitated 
the Hollanders to fiſh with Buſies for Her- 

rings ; after 5 or 6 Years Trial, have been 
* compelled to abandon the Fiſhing, and ſuffer 
their Ships to ly by the Wall rotting, be- 
' cauſe they found a Loſs, and that the Hol- 
lander did out-ſell them, having the better 
and cheaper Fiſh; and the like would befal 
England, as ſome have already found. 
| To theſe two Objections, the one being 
: Domeſtick, and the other Foreign I make 
this Anſwer; which is referred to the judi- 
2 cious Reader. 
That the Trade of Cloath ſhould be hin- 
: dered by the Fiſhing-Trade, is not probable, 
being a diſtinct Commodity which ſerveth 
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for the Belly, and the other for the Back 
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and both are Sold x us and other Nationg 
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one or more Places and we both make our 
Returns homeward by Commodities, Mo- 
ney, and Exchange for Monies by Bills, ſo 
that the Difference of the Perſons maketh 
not any ſolid Argument : For if we return 
Commodities for Commodities, and they re- 
turn Monies, we may return both the one 
and the other, having Means more than 
ſufficient to maintain the Trades, conſidering 
the great Sums of Money delivered at In- 
tereſt, although the Money in ſpecie be 
wanting, which by theſe Means would be 
ſupplied. And concerning the Privileges 
granted to ſeverall Societies, it will be 
eaſie to reconcile them by good Orders to 
be obſerved in the Fiſhing-Trade ; wherein 
all Men of ſeveral Companies may partici- 
pate, and the general Good 1s always to 
be preferred betore the particular ; and that 
Society which is againſt the com mon Good, 
ought not to be admitted or continued for 
any private Reſpect. 

To the ſecond Objection, that other 
Nations are more painful and induſtrious, 
and have more Skill in cutting, ſalting, 
and packing of Fiſh, and pay no Fraight 
tor the Tranſportation of their Fiſh : Sup- 
poſe it be ſo as you ſay for the preſent, yet 
you cannot deny, but that the ſame may be 
amended by Uſe and Cuſtom, ſeeing our 
People can endure all Climates and _ 
| ineſs

ineſs as well as others, and by good Orders 
and Gain may be allu red to undertake Labour 
and Pains, when Want breedeth Induſtry, 
and Gain is like a ſecond Lite. | 
The managing to make Fiſh more Mer- 
chantable and vendible, may be learned 
of others in Time, and tor Wages, Men will 
be procured that ſhall Teach others; we 
know that the Proverb is true, Omne prin- 
cipium grave. The like may be ſaid touching 
the Freightof Shipping, which in Proceſs of 
Time may be had in the ſame Manner, if 
the Coaſt Towns of England were made and 
| appropriated to be the Ware-houſes or Maga- 
zins for the Groſs Commodities of thoſe 
Countries where the Herrings are Sold. 
For the Scituation of England is far more 
commodious to ſend away the ſaid Com- 
* modities for all other Countries, and in divers 
Places at all Times and Seaſons of the Year 
\ when their Countries, are frozen for many 
: Months together, or want many Times Wind 
and Weather to perform their Voyages, 
which was the Cauſe that the Hamburger, 
could not conveniently continue their Fiſhing- 
Trade,as is alledged. 
Having anſwered ſufficiently (as I 
hope) the two main Objections againſt the 
iſhing-Trade, let us now examine the Benefit 
of it, by the Calculation made by the ſaid 
entlemen. now to ſhew truely, ſaith he, 
: : what 
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what the Charge of a Buſs will be, with all 
her Furniture, as Maſts, Sails, Anchors, 
Cables, and with all her Fiſners Implements, 
and Appurte nances at the firſt provided all 
new, is a great Charge, ſhe being between 
Thirty and Forty Laſt, will coſt Five hundred 
Pounds, and may continue twenty Years with 
ſmall! Coſt and Reparations: but the Yearly 

Slite and Weare of her Tackle and Warropes, * 

with her Nets, will coſt eighty Pounds.

He hath noted moreover, that beſides 
the Hollanders and French- Mei of Picardy have, 
allo a Hundred Sail of Fiſher-Men only 
for Herrings, on his Majeſtie's Seas every 
Year in the Smmer Seaſon, and they be almoſt 
like unto Buſles, butthey have not any Gaugers 
to come unto them: but they do lade them- 
ſelves, and return home twice every Year 
and find great Profit by their making of two 
Voyages Yearly. 

And hereupon he concludeth with an Ex- 
hortation- to all Noble, Worſhipful, and 
Wealthy Subjects, to put to their adventuring 
and helping Hands for the ſpeedy Lanching 
and floating forward of this great good Com- 
mon-Weaith Buſineſs, for the ſtrengthning of 
his Majeſty's Dominions, with two principal 
Pillars, which is, with plenty of Coin brought 
in for Fiſh and Herrings from foreign Nations,

Labour, upon Pain as aforeſaid. 


And for the encouraging of Fiſhers in the 
North and Wet Iſles of Scotland,there isa Statute | 
prohibiting all Exactions to be taken of them, 
but only the King's Cuſtom, upon Pain to 
be found a manifeſt Opprefior. And concers- | 
ming Fiſhes and Dealers or Traffickers with | 


Fiſhers ; it is alſo ordained, That not only 


all Fiſh flain and taken near to the Coalt of 
Scotland be brought to the Market Places, 


where the Taker dwelleth, or the neareſt 


Place thereunto, but alſo all the Fiſhes taken | 


brought in the North or Meſt Iſles or Forts, to be 
directly to the Towns where the Fiſhers 


Dwell, to the End the Country be firſt ſerved 


and the Fiſh offered to the Market Places, from 


which none may carry them to pack and pile, 


but only between the Hours of Ele venand Two 
in the Afternoon, upon Pain of Forfiture of 


the ſame.

In like Mannet concerning the Barreling of 
Fiſhes, 1t 1s ordained that the Meaſures pre-

Barrel of Herrings, or of white Fiſh, to be 
of twelve Gallons; and the Barrel of Salmon 
of fourteen Gallons, according to the Meaſure 
of Hamborough, upon Pain of Forfeiture, and 
five Pounds to be levied from the Cooper, 
and therefore Hoop Irons to be made in cach 
Town, for the Trial and Gaging thereof.

beſides Engiiþ Ships, whereot he ſaith, Thar 
in the Year 1615. there was 250 Sail of 


Ships great and ſmall, the Burthens and 


'Tungage he eſteemed to be one with Another 
—_— $5000 
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150 Tuns, at 60 Tuns, and 20 Men and 
Boyes to every one; therein were imployed 
above 5000 Perſons, by whoſe Means there 
was taken by every Ship above ſixſcore thou- 
ſand Fiſh, and five Tuns of Train Oyle, 
which being brought into England, France, or 
| Spain, and {fold after the Rate of four Pounds 
for every thouſand of Fiſh, and 1 20 Fiſhes to 
the Hundred, will amount to ſixſcore thouſand 
Pounds, which 1s not above one Penny a 
Fiſh. The Train Oyle amounting to 1250 
Tuns, at 12 lb. amounted to 15000 Pounds; 
ſo the Total Sale was 135 thouſand Pounds, 
omitting to reckon the over Prices, which 
were made and gotten by the Sale thereof in 
foreign Countries. The Conſideration ( that 
all this and thc like Wealth procured by Fiſnu- 
ing, is done by the Labour and Induſtry of 5 
Men, with Exportation of Money and Ex- 
change, or other Commodities tobe commuted * 
or. bartred for them) is worthy of Obſer- | 
vation, and by the Trade of it, Monies are 
to be had plenteouſſy, and all foreign Com: 
modities alſo, to the Enriching of Common- 
Weals, where many Numbers of People are 
ſet on Work and relieved ; as Bakers, Brew- 
ers, Coopers, Ship-Wrights, and Carpenters,

„makers, Hoope-Makers, Pully-makers, and 
So many other Trades to make the neceſſary Pro- 


vin of the Fiſhing Voyages ; wherein the |
